C. E. Stroud, baggagem aster 
en passenger train; C. M. Bo: linier, 
brakeman of passenger; John Stew ­ 
art, passenger; four unldtn ifled men. 
Among the Injured is T. D. Cook, con­ 
ductor of the passenger train. v.ho will 
die. 
The 
pass* airer 
train, 
w hich 
was 
from Pittsburg, was on tim e and had 
a ol^ar track, according to the signals 
displayed. 
At the sic!-ne at Cochrane, 
it ran Into the rear end cf the extra 
freight which had Lak« n the switch 
but failed to clear tho main line. 
The 
officials of tho road attribute the dis­ 
aster to the failure of Pa rlck Quinn, 
the roar brakeman of the freight, to 
see that his train had fully cleared 
the main track. 
Quinn has not been 
found since the wreck. 
When the 
passenger locom otive struck the ca­ 
boose of the freight it was forced back 
upon the combination baggage and 
smoking ear. The thirteen passengers 
in this car were jammed against the 
rear end of the car rn a rn aas. 
Three 
of the victim s were killed Immediate­ 
ly, two were roasted to d> alb and two 
died on the way to the hospital.

Immediately after the impact 
fire from th* stove in the sm oking car 
r.et fire to the wreckage and the im­ 
prisoned victim s were tortured.

the house yesterday lasted a little 
more than two houm. 
'I he senate bill 
for the redemption of the silver coin­ 
age of the Hawaiian Islands and its 
recoinage into United States coin, was 
passed after an hour’s debate. 
Hawa­ 
iian silver coins will be legal tender 
until Jan. I, 1904, Hawaiian silver cer­ 
tificates shall be redeemed before Jan. 
I, 1905. and thereafter they cannot 
law fully circulate as money. 
Several 
bills of minor importance also were 
passed. 
The Philippine constabulary 
bill was made a special order for to­ 
day. 
The senate discussed the bill for 
the reorganization of the m ilitia and 
also the statehood bill.

statehood bill came up Mr. Beveridge

of resolutions 
adopted at the recent convention in 
Oklahoma favoring single statehood 
with Indian Territory.

because the

bill had been withdrawn. 
He further charged tm* they did not 
represent the sentim ent of a majority 
of th£ people of Oklahoma. 


A C om prom ise Project.
